1 have  to  communicate  to  the  Cambridge 
Borough  Council  (Urban  Sanitary  Authority)  the 
thirty-fourth  Annual  Report,  containing  the  tables  of 
Vital  Statistics  with  notes  thereon,  and  abstracts  of 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during 
the  year  1908. 

My  predecessor,  Dr.  Forbes,  resigned  his  appoint- 
ment early  in  the  year,  and  from  March  27th  to  May 
28th,  Dr.  F.  E.  Apthorpe  Webb  acted  as  Interim 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

As  a consequence  of  this  and  also  of  changes  in 
the  staff  of  Inspectors  the  work  of  the  past  year  has 
been  somewhat  interrupted.  There  are  many  im- 
portant matters  requiring  attention,  especially  in 
connection  with  Housing,  and  the  Milk  Supply,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  overtaken  during  the 
current  year. 

The  Annual  Deport  to  the  Local  Education 
Authority  upon  the  Medical  Inspection  of  School 
Children  is  in  course  of  preparation  and  w7ill  be  issued 
separately. 

I must  express  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Wallis 
whose  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  work  have 
proved  invaluable.

Population. 


The  population  for  the  year  1908  has  been 
estimated  on  the  same  principles  as^those  enunciated 
in  the  report  of  Dr.  Anningson  for  the  year  1902. 
I estimate  the  population  of  the  whole  Town  to  be 
40,118,  and  the  population  of  the  two  sub-districts 
into  which  the  town  is  now  divided  for  registration 
purposes  is  as  follows  : — 

St.  Andrew-the-Less  ....  30,606 

St.  Andrew-the-Great  ....  9,612 

Taking  the  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of 
the  year  as  the  basis  of  calculation,  the  vital  statistics 
are  as  follows  : — 


Births  and  Birth-Rate. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  is  791  (401 
males  and  390  females),  equal  to  an  annual  crude 
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birth-rate  on  the  estimated  population  of  19*7  per 
thousand  (0*7  lower  than  the  rate  recorded  for  the 
year  1907)  and  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded  during  the 
past  33  years.  The  mean  rate  for  the  previous  ten 
years  is  21*7.  The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales 
for  the  year  1908  is  given  in  the  summary  of  the 
Registrar  General  contained  in  the  appendix  to  his 
report  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  as  26*5  per  1000 
of  the  population,  which  is  0*2  per  1000  above  the 
rate  in  1907. 


Deaths  and  Death-rate. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  is  654, 
equal  to  an  uncorrected  death-rate  of  16*3.  The 
deaths  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the  district  of 
persons  belonging  thereto  are  12  in  the  County 
Asylum  at  Fulbourn,  which  must  be  added  ; while  60 
of  persons  not  belonging  to  the  district  which  have 
occurred  in  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital  and  3 in  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  must  be  subtracted. 
The  corrected  number  is  603  (298  males  and  305 

females),  or  86  more  than  the  corresponding  number 
in  1907,  and  the  crude  death-rate  15*0  which  is  the 
highest  rate  recorded  since  the  year  1900 ; after 
applying  the  factor  of  correction,  *994,  the  corrected 
death-rate  for  Cambridge  is  14*9.  The  mean  rate  for 


* This  number  includes  one  death  in  the  St.  Andrew-the-Less  Sub-District, 
and  eight  deaths  in  the  St.  Andrew-the-Great  Sub-District,  of  persons  not 
belonging  to  the  district,  but  as  they  did  not  die  in  a Public  Institution  in  the 
District  they  have  to  be  by  direction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  included  in 
the  total  number  of  deaths.  If  the  above  corrections  were  made  the  crude  death- 
rate  would  be  I4’8,  and  the  corrected  death-rate  14-7.

Epidemic  Mortality. 

The  deaths  belonging  to  the  chief  epidemic 
diseases  include  6 from  Diphtheria,  9 from 
Diarrhoea  (7  under  one  year  of  age),  33  from 
Measles  and  32  from  Whooping  Cough,  total  80,  equal 
to  a death-rate  from  these  diseases  of  1*99  per 
thousand  of  the  population  per  annum,  which  is  a 
higher  rate  by  1'59  than  in  the  year  1907. 

The  mean  rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  is  1*36. 
The  death-rate  from  these  diseases  in  England  and 
Wales  for  the  year  1908  is  given  as  1*29. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

Infantile  mortality  is  represented  by  a ratio  of  135 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  1000  registered 
births.  The  mean  rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  is 
122. 

The  Infantile  mortality  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  for  the  year  1908  is  given  as  121  ; which  is 
three  per  1000  above  the  rate  in  1907.  The  rate  in 
1908-  was,  with  the  exception  of  that  recorded  in  the 
previous  year,  lower  than  in  any  other  year  on  record.

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1 907. 

In  the  Annual  Deport  for  1907  (page  13)  will  be 
found  a copy  of  resolutions  passed  by  members  of  the 
Medical  profession  and  Midwives  in  Cambridge  to  the 
effect  that  they  will  do  “ everything  in  their  power  to 
procure  the  early  notification  of  births  in  all  cases 
which  they  think  need  the  attention  of  the  Public 
Health  Authority,”  on  condition  that  the  Notification 
of  Births  Act,  1907,  is  not  adopted  by  the  Local 
Authority. 


matter  was  further  discussed  at  meetings  of 


the  Public  Health  Committee  at  which  the  medical 
profession  was  represented,  with  the  result  that  it 
was  decided  by  the  Council  on  August  6th,  to  give  a 
scheme  of  Voluntary  Notification  a trial  of  six 
months,  and  that  the  subject  should  then  again  come 
up  for  consideration.  The  Local  Government  Board 
was  accordingly  asked  to  withhold  its  consent  to  the 
adoption  of  the  Act  for  a period  of  six  months. 


A circular  letter  was  thereupon  sent  to  all  the 
Medical  Practitioners  and  Mid  wives  in  the  Borough 
in  which  the  result  of  those  meetings  was  set  forth, 
and  enclosing  cards  on  which  the  notifications  were 
to  be  made.  Those  cards  were  made  in  two  colours, 

a 

so  that  when  the  notification  is  made  by  a parent  it 
is  possible  to  tell  whether  the  birth  was  attended  by  a 
medical  man  or  midwife.  The  six  months’  period  of 
trial  of  the  scheme  elapsed  at  the  end  of  February, 
1909,  and  the  results  are  now  being  carefully 
considered. 


Work  of  Health  Visitors. 

From  the  carefully  prepared  reports  of  the  Health 
Visitors  it  has  been  found  possible  to  give  some  idea 
of  the  effect  of  the  various  methods  of  feeding  the 
babies.

Other  interesting  points  brought  out  by  these 
inquiries  are  mentioned  below  : — 


Of  Children  fed  wholly  or  partly  on  cows’  milk, 
1 1 8 had  boiled  milk, 

3 had  unboiled  milk, 

1 had  sterilised  milk. 


I do  not  think  one  can  take  this  ratio  too 
seriously,  as  scalding  would  probably  be  regarded  by 
most  mothers  as  equal  to  boiling  the  milk. 
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Children  fed  on  other  foods  than  milk  are 
grouped  below  according  to  Hutchinson’s  classifi- 
cation of  prepared  foods 

Group  I. — Dessicated  milks  with  some 
addition  containing  no  unaltered 
starch,  such  as  Allenbury’s  ....  12 


Group  II. — Farinaceous  predigested  foods, 
such  as  Mellin’s,  Benger’s  and 
Malted  foods  2 


Group  III.— Farinaceous  foods  not  pre- 
digested, such  as  Robinson’s  ; 
Ridge’s ; Neave’s,  Frame  Foods', 

Force,  and  Quaker  Oats  ....  25 

To  Group  III.  we  must  add  51 
Children  fed  on  such  foods  as 
Rusks,  Biscuits,  and  Bread  Sops. 

It  is  agreed  that  none  of  the  above  proprietary 
foods  should  be  given  except  on  the  Doctor’s  orders. 
Failing  mother's  milk  cows'  milk  is  better  for  the 
normal  child  than  those  mentioned  above,  and 
possesses  the  advantage  of  being  cheaper.  No 
addition  to  milk  diet  is  required  until  the  child  is 
being  weaned,  when  bread  and  milk,  and  bread 
puddings  may  be  added.  Our  figures  are  not  large 
enough  to  prove  anything  with  regard-  to  the 
comparative  effects  of  diets  which  include  condensed 
milks  and  which  embrace  other  foods. 

The  above  facts  sufficiently  prove  the  importance 
of  the  statements : — “ Mother’s  milk  is  the  safest, 
cheapest,  and  best  food.” 

u If  the  baby  requires  more  milk  than  the  mother 
can  give,  supplement,  but  do  not  replace  the  mother’s 
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milk 'by  cows’  milk  ; some  milk  from  the  mother  is 
better  than  none  at  all.” 

Kind  of  Teat  Used. — At  the  first  inspection 
the  Health  Visitors  found  that  bottles  with  teats  only 
were  used  in  90  cases ; bottles  with  long  tubes  and 
teat  in  30  cases  ; in  eight  cases  a spoon  was  used. 
In  1906  and  1907  the  figures  were  as  follows : —

A comparison  of  the  above  figures  points  to  the 
instructions  of  the  Health  Visitors  having  had  an 
educative  influence  amongst  the  Cambridge  mothers, 
for  a great  effort  was  made  to  persuade  the  mothers 
to  change  from  the  long  tube  bottle  to  that  with  a 
teat  only.  It  is  well  known  that  it  is  impossible  to 
cleanse  the  long  tube,  the  inside  of  which  becomes 
coated  with  a decomposing  layer  of  milk,  which  must 
pollute  even  the  purest  milk  drawn  through  it. 

Comforters. — In  303  cases  it  was  ascertained 
that  a comforter  was  in  use  continually  and  in  88 
cases  occasionally.  Much  has  been  written  against 
the  use  of  the  comforter,  not  only  because  of  the 
frequency  with  which  it  finds  its  way  uncleansed 
from  the  floor  to  the  baby’s  mouth,  but  because  of  the 
effect  of  the  unnaturally  frequent  and  prolonged 
suction  on  the  structures  surrounding  the  mouth, 
and  on  digestion.  The  task  before  those  who  wish 
to  abolish  the  “ Comforter  ” is  still  proving  an 
extremely  hard  one.  In  many  cases  one  has  to  be 
content  with  an  attempt  to  limit  its  use  and  to 
secure  it  from  falling  on  the  floor. 
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The  following  are  the  times  they  mothers  are  said 
to  be  in  bed  after  confinement  for  1906,  1907,  and 
1908.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
influence  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives  has 
had  the  remarkable  effect  of  inducing  a much  larger 
proportion  of  mothers  to  remain  for  at  least  ten  days 
in  bed  after  their  confinement.  The  proportion  of 
mothers  who  have  kept  their  bed  for  more  than  ten 
days  has  increased  during  the  past  year  over  60  per 
cent.

During  the  year  thirty-seven  notifications  were 
received  from  Medical  Practitioners  under  the  scheme 
for  the  Voluntary  Notification  of  Phthisis  adopted  by 
the  Council  on  April  18th,  1907,  and  these  cases 
after  a primary  visit  from  the  Public  Health  Officers, 
have  been  placed  under  the  observation  of  the  Health 
Visitors. 

The  next  important  step  was  taken  in  January, 
1908,  when  the  Council  resolved  “ that  arrangements 
be  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  admit  a 
few  advanced  cases  into  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital,  and  to  specially  select  those  cases  which  he 
thinks  are  a source  of  danger  to  their  surroundings/ ’ 
During  the  year  fifteen  advanced  cases  have  been 
under  treatment  at  the  Hospital. 

The  provision  set  aside  for  those  cases  consists  of 
a two-ward  pavilion  capable  of  accommodating  four 
patients  of  either  sex.  The  largest  number  in  at  one 
time  was  five.  Owing  to  the  pressure  on  the  Hospital 
accommodation  it  was  unfortunately  necessary  on 
one  occasion  to  send  the  patients  home. 

Although  the  actual  number  admitted  is  not  high 
there  is  undoubtedly  a need  for  some  such  place,  and 
it  is  a question  whether  it  would  not  be  better  to 
make  some  provision  either  in  a more  isolated  and 
better  situated  position  of  the  grounds  or  elsewhere. 

Measures  including  the  examination  of  sputum, 
the  distribution  of  advice  cards,  sputum  boxes,  and 
the  disinfection  of  rooms  have  been  exercised  for 
some  considerable  time.

No  case  of  Small-pox  has  been  notified  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year,  but  on  March  28th  I re- 
ceived a communication  from  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  Southampton  informing  me  that  an 
Engineer,  giving  his  address  as  Cambridge,  had  dis^ 
embarked  from  h.m.t.  PI  assy,  on  which  a case  of 
Smallpox  had  occurred  on  March  loth  ; on  April  3rd 
1 also  received  a communication  from  the  Col. 
Commandant,  Discharge  Depot,  Gosport,  informing 
me  that  a Fireman,  giving  his  address  as  Cambridge, 
had  disembarked,  from  the  same  Troopship.  The  men 
were  duly  traced,  and  kept  under  observation  for  the 
usual  period,  but  did  not  develop  the  disease.

Diphtheria  has  been  present  during  every  month 
of  the  year  with  the  exception  of  July,  78  cases 
(including  one  notified  as  Membranous  Croup)  in  50 
households  having  been  notified.  This  is  the  largest 
number  notified  in  any  year  since  the  Infectious 
Disease  (Notification)  Act  came  into  force.  Six  of 
the  cases  proved  fatal  ; three  of  these  died  in  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  one  within  two  hours  of 
admission,  one  within  four  hours  of  admission,  and 
one  on  the  second  day  after  admission.  This  points 
to  these  cases  being  in  quite  a hopeless  condition 
before  admission. 

The  chart  facing  page  28  shows  that  the  two 
periods  of  greatest  incidence  were  during  March, 
April  and  May,  and  October,  November  and 
December. 
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The  cases  may  be  grouped  under  the  following 
heads : — (1)  imported  cases  ; (2)  cases  arising  from 
school  assemblage  ; (3)  cases  due  to  social  intercourse; 
(4)  secondary  cases  in  households ; (5)  untraceable 
cases. 

With  regard  to  (1)  five  cases  in  five  households 

were  with  great  probability,  due  to  inception  of  the 

disease  outside  the  district.  The  first  and  third  from 

London,  whence  the  patients  had  arrived  a few  days 

previous  to  the  onset  of  the  illness  ; the  second  was 

with  little  doubt  imported  from  Haslingfield  ; the 

fourth  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Downham  Market 

where  he  had  been  staying  till  about  a week  before 

onset  of  illness  (this  case  proved  fatal)  ; the  fifth  navy 

have  possibly  been  introduced  from  a neighbouring 

district.  In  each  instance  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed 

by  bacterial  examination. 

« 

(2)  Forty-one  cases  in  25  households  were  possibl}T 
the  direct  result  of  school  assemblage.  Six  cases  (one 
fatal)  in  five  households  occurred  amongst  the  pupils 
attending  a private  school  in  the  borough.  Although 
the  drainage  of  the  school  premises  was  found  to  be 
defective,  so  far  as  one  can  judge  the  cases  were  not 
due  to  drainage  defects,  but  to  the  presence  of  a 
diphtheria-carrying  pupil  at  the  school. 

During  March  and  April  30  cases  (one  , fatal) 
occurred  in  15  families  where  some  ’ of  the  members 
attended  either  the  St.  Paul’s  Boys’,  Girls’  or  Infants’ 
Schools.  Detailed  enquiries  into  the  cases  pointed 
clearly  to  the  introduction  of  the  disease  into  these 
schools  by  diphtheria  carriers  who  probably  resided  in 
the  neighbouring  district  where  the  disease  was  pre- 
valent during  January  and  February,  but  this  could 
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not  be  ascertained  with  precision.  A recrudescence  of 
the  disease  occurred  during  November  amongst  the 
scholars  attending  the  St  Paul’s  Boys’  and  Girls’ 
Schools,  live  cases  in  live  households  being  notified. 
In  each  instance,  with  the  exception  of  the  case  which 
proved  immediately  fatal,  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed 
by  bacterial  examination. 

(3)  Four  cases  (including  one  notified  as  Mem- 
branous Croup  which  proved  fatal)  in  four  households 
were  due  to  social  intercourse  with  other  infected 
families.  In  three  instances  the  diagnosis  was  con- 
firmed ; in  the  other  instance  no  swab  could  be  taken. 

(4)  Twelve  cases  in  six  households  were  secondary 
cases  in  households  already  assailed.  The  diagnosis 
was  in  each  instance  confirmed. 

(5)  Sixteen  cases  (two  fatal)  in  sixteen  households 
could  not  be  associated  with  any  previous  case.  In 
fourteen  instances  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  ; in  the 
two  fatal  cases  no  swabs  were  taken. 

The  usual  routine  of  taking  swabs  from  the  other 
members  of  the  households  assailed  was  followed  and 
a certain  number  of  swabs  taken  at  the  schools.  Of 
the  817  throats  examined,  sixteen  gave  positive 
results.

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  less  prevalent  than  in  any 
year  since  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act 
came  into  force,  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1891. 
The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1908  is  36  (76 
below  the  average),  from  27  households. 

Four  of  the  cases  in  one  household  were  “ Return 
Cases,”  infected  bv  a member  of  the  family  who  had 
returned  from  the  Isolation  Hospital  shortly  before 
the  onset  of  the  illness  in  the  family. 

Two  cases  in  two  separate  households,  were 
probably  imported,  one  from  Warboys,  Hunts.,  and 
the  other  from  Cherryhinton. 

Seven  cases  in  seven  households  were  possibly 
due  to  school  assemblage  at  one  of  the  Elementary 
Schools  in  the  Borough,  for  enquiry  into  these  cases 
elicited  that  in  one  of  the  later  families  notified  there 
had  been,  about  a month  previous  to  the  notification 
of  the  cases,  illness  of  an  indefinite  character  which 
was  subsequently  diagnosed  to  be  really  Scarlet  Fever, 
one  of  the  patients  being  in  a state  of  desquamation, 
and  that  during  this  time  members  of  the  household 
had  been  attending  this  school, 


With  regard  to  the  remaining  cases,  two  cases  in 
two  households  were  of  doubtful  character  ; six  cases 
were  secondary  cases  in  households  already  assailed, 
and  fifteen  cases  in  fifteen  households  could  not  be 
satisfactorily  accounted  for.

It  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  again  report  that  the  in- 
cidence of  Typhoid  Fever  is  well  below  the  ten  years’ 
average.  Of  the  six  cases  notified,  two  occurred  in 
January,  one  in  February,  two  111  September,  and 
one  in  October.  Enquiry  elicited  that  all  of  the 
cases  were  probably  imported.  The  first  was  that  of 
a lady  who  had  been  spending  the  Christmas  holidays 
at  Diss,  Norfolk,  and  while  there  had  drunk  some 
well  water,  supplying  two  cottages  in  which  a case  of

Enteric  Fever  had  already  occurred;  it  was  ascertained 
that  subsequently  two  other  cases  occurred  at  the 
house  where  she  had  been  staying.  The  second 
and  third  were  gentlemen  who,  having  spent  the 
Christmas  Vacation  at  various  places,  developed  the 
disease  shortly  after  their  return  to  Cambridge.  In 
both  instances  there  is  a history  of  the  ingestion  of 
raw  shell  fish.  The  fourth  case  was  that  of  a 
young  man  who,  while  staying  at  Yarmouth,  had 
some  oysters,  and  who  had  an  attack  of  sickness  and 
diarrhoea  two  days  after  his  return  home.  The  fifth 
was  that  of  a young  woman  in  service  in  the  town, 
who,  after  a nine  days’  visit  to  her  home  near  Long 
Melford,  Suffolk,  was  notified  as  suffering  from 
Typhoid  Fever  three  days  after  her  return.  As  there 
is  a history  of  indisposition  shortly  before  leaving 
Cambridge,  it  is  difficult  to  decide  whether  she  con- 
tracted the  disease  here  or  in  Suffolk.  The  sixth 
case  was  that  of  a lady  who  had  been  staying  at 
Buxted,  Sussex  for  14  days,  and  who  developed  the 
disease  the  day  after  her  arrival  home.  In  three 
instances  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  by  Widal’s 
serum  test. 


Puerperal  Fever. 

Only  one  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  has  been  notified 
during  the  year.

General  Sanitation. 


Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  District. 

A short  concise  description  is  given  in  the  report 
for  the  year  1905. 

House  Accommodation. 

The  housing  accommodation  for  the  working 
classes  is  on  the  whole  adequate  and  of  a satisfactory 
character. 

The  following  are  premises  which  have  been 
dealt  with  during  the  year  under  the  Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act,  1890. 

Collin'*  Court  and  49,  Northampton  Street : 
During  the  year  the  property  on  the  North  side  of 
Northampton  Street  was  acquired  by  the  Corporation 
and  the  street  has  been  greatly  improved  and  widened. 
The  houses  in  Collin’s  Court  were  vacated  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  and  will  soon  be  pulled  down. 
No.  49,  Northampton  Street  was  demolished  during 
the  course  of  widening  the  street. 

On  the  3rd  February  representations  under 
Section  30  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act  were  made  regarding  the  houses 

(a)  13,  14,  17,  18,  19  & 20,  Little  St.  Mary’s 

Lane  ; 

(b)  Five  cottages  constituting  Miller’s  Passage ; 

(c)  1 to  8,  Driver’s  Court. 

The  houses  in  Little  St.  Mary’s  Lane  were  all 
put  into  a habitable  condition  with  the  exception  of 
No.  19,  which  is  now  used  only  as  a store. 

At  Miller’s  Passage  very  extensive  improvements 
were  made  to  the  houses,  and  the  drainage  was  relaid. 


At  Driver’s  Court  Nos.  1 & 2 were  pulled  down, 
3 & 4 were  converted  into  one  house,  and  with  the 
other  four  were  put  into  a habitable  condition.  New 
water  closets  were  provided,  the  drains  relaid,  and  an 
additional  water  tap  was  provided. 

During  the  year  twenty-eight  houses  situate  in 

n J J O 

various  parts  of  the  town  were  reported  as  being 
filthy  ; on  notice  from  the  Inspectors  of  nuisances  all 
the  premises  were  cleansed.  In  two  instances  all  the 
walls  were  stripped  and  distempered. 

Six  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  reported  ; 
in  four  instances  the  nuisance  was  satisfactorily 
abated  by  the  removal  of  some  members  of  the 

%J 

family,  and  in  one  instance  by  removal  of  the 
family  to  a larger  dwelling.  In  the  other  instance  the 
complaint  was  not  substantiated. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage,  Excrement  Disposal  and 
Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse. 

Short  descriptions  relating  to  these  are  given  in 
the  Annual  Beport  for  the  year  1905. 

The  number  of  drains  reconstructed,  etc.,  during 
1908  is  found  in  Table  VII.  It  should  be  noted  that 
no  fewer  than  295  previously  hand-flushed  W.C.’s 
have  had  flushing  cisterns  supplied  during  the  year. 

Water  Supply. 

The  town  is,  except  in  a few  instances  where 
the  supply  is  derived  from  wells,  supplied  by  the 
Cambridge  University  and  Town  Waterworks  Com- 
pany. 
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The  report  of  Dr.  Theodore  Thomson  and  Mr.  P. 
W.  Crosth' waite  to  the  Local  Government  Board  on 
“ an  enquiry  with  reference  to  the  question  of  securing 
from  contamination  the  supply  of  water  furnished  by 
the  Cambridge  University  and  Town  Waterworks 
Company”  was  issued  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
It  will  therefore  be  unnecessary  to  make  any  further 
reference  to  the  matter  here  beyond  stating  that  the 
Town  Council  have  taken  steps  to  have  daily  bacterio- 
logical examination  of  the  water  made,  and  have 
approached  the  Water  Company  on  the  subject.  The 
Council  is  now  anxiously  awaiting  the  decision  of  the 
Water  Company  as  to  what  steps  they  intend  taking, 
in  order  to  eliminate  the  possibilities  of  contamina- 
tion to  which  the  Board’s  report  refers. 

Several  groups  of  houses  were  found  to  have 
water  taps  in  common  ; in  cases  in  which  the  tap 
was  inconveniently  placed,  or  supplied  too  great  a 
number  of  houses,  additional  taps  were  asked  for.  In 
this  manner  some  25  houses  have  been  supplied  with 
additional  taps  during  the  year.  In  cases  where  new 
flushing  cisterns  and  water  taps  are  supplied  it  is 
always  advised  that  all  available  measures  be  taken 
to  protect  these  from  frost. 

Places  over  which  the  Council  have  supervision . 

(1)  Slaughterhouses,  Knacker’s  Yards,  and 
other  Offensive  Trades. 

Applications  for  renewal  of  licenses  under  the 
order  made  in  respect  of  premises  in  Newmarket  Koad 
and  Sturton  Street,  have  been  granted  by  the 
Authority. 


There  are  now  in  the  Borough  twenty-five 
slaughterhouses,  and  these  have  been  regularly 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  any  defects  found 
have,  on  notice  from  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances, 
been  remedied. 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  the  Society’s  Local 
Inspector  was  appointed  an  Assistant  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  without  salary,  in  order  that  he  might 
have  power  of  access  to  all  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough  with  the  object  of  preventing  any  un- 
necessary suffering  or  possible  cruelty  to  animals 
before  or  during  the  process  of  slaughter. 

Food  Inspection. 

The  public  markets  and  provision  shops  are 
regularly  inspected. 

On  January  4th,  48  lbs.  of  Tomatoes  were,  after 
examination  by  a magistrate,  ordered  to  he  destroyed. 

On  April  28th,  28  lbs.  of  Bananas  were,  after 
examination,  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owner. 

On  June  6th,  4 tins  of  Prawns  were,  after 
examination,  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owner. 

On  July  18th,  117  lbs.  of  Tomatoes  were,  after 
examination,  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owner. 

On  August  8th,  6 stones  of  fish  were,  after 
examination,  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owner. 

On  August  15th,  4 stones  of  fish  were,  after 
examination,  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owner. 

On  August  27th,  10  stones  of  fish  were,  after 
examination,  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners. 

On  August  29th,  60  stones  of  fish  were,  after 

examination,  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owner. 
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On  September  10th,  35  stones  of  lish  were,  after 
examination,  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners. 

On  September  19th,  21  cwts.  of  dried  haddock 
were,  after  examination,  destroyed  at  the  request  of 
the  owners. 

On  November  28th,  about  4 \ bushels  of  walnuts 
were,  after  examination,  destroyed  at- the  request  of 
the  owner. 

(II.)  Common  Lodging-Houses. 

Applications  for  registration  of  “ The  Race 
Horse,”  Newmarket  Road ; “ Horse  and  Jockey,” 
East  Road ; and  “George  IV,”  East  Road,  through 
change  of  tenants,  have  been  granted. 

There  are  now  ten  licensed  houses  in  the  Borough, 
and  these  places  are  under  the  special  sanitary  super- 
vision of  one  of  the  Inspectors  of  Nuisances,  and 
under  the  disciplinary  supervision  of  a Sergeant  of 
Police.  During  the  year  120  visits  to  these  premises 
have  been  made  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  who 
found  them  to  be  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner. 


Any  defects  discovered  were  promptly  remedied  by 
the  owners.

(IV.)  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  in  the  Borough  31  Cowkeepers  and  74 
Dairymen  and  Milk  Purveyors  ; to  this  latter  number 
must  he  added  40  Milk  Purveyors  who  live  in  various 
parts  of  the  County  but  deliver  milk  in  the  town. 

The  Inspectors  of  Nuisances  have  made  236 
visits  to  Cowsheds,  and  159  visits  to  Dairies  and 
Milkshops  during  the  year,  and  in  several  instances 
orders  for  cleansing  and  limewashing  have  been 
carried  out. 

Considerable  attention  will  have  to  be  given  in 
the  future  to  structural  defects  in  the  present  cow- 
sheds. 

(V)  Canal  Boats. 

Report  under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  1877-84 , 
as  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board  and 
communicated  to  the  Board  : — 

“ (1)  Nine  inspections  have  been  made  during 
the  year  of  boats  plying  in  the  district.  One  boat 
had  not  complied  with  the  regulations  in  not  pro- 
ducing the  certificate  when  required. 

“ (2)  There  were  no  children  on  board  any  of  the 
boats  and  no  case  of  infection  has  been  notified  or 
traced. 

“ (3)  With  regard  to  the  boat  not  having  the 
certificate  on  board  the  Master  informed  me  the 
owners  had  not  received  it  from  the  Registration 
Authority. 

The  Certificate  of  Registration  has  been  sent  to 
the  Owners  by  the  Authority. 

All  the  other  boats  inspected  had  complied  with 
the  regulations  as  to  painting  and  other  matters 
required  by  the  Acts. 

(4)  Number  of  registered  boats  (7)  1908.” 


School  Notification  and  School  Nurse’s  Work, 


The  system  of  notification  introduced  in  the 
Autumn  of  1906  continues  to  work  well.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  at  that  time  a fully  qualified  nurse, 
with  8 years'  experience  of  district  nursing,  was 
appointed  at  a salary  of  T9 5 a year. 

What  was  proposed  to  supply  the  routine  work 
of  the  School  Nurse  was  a system  of  notification. 
The  Head  Teachers  of  all  the  departments  of  the 
various  Schools  were  asked  to  notify  certain  diseases, 
and  were  accordingly  supplied  with  books  for  the 
purpose. 

On  filling  in  the  notification  form  the  books  are 
so  arranged  that  two  copies  are  made.  These  are 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Department  whilst  the 
original  is  kept  by  the  teacher.  Of  the  two  copies, 
one  is  sent  to  the  School  Attendance  Officers  so  that 
they  may  at  once  become  aware  as  to  which  children 
are  to  be  visited  by  the  Nurse  ; in  this  way  over- 
lapping of  work  is  avoided. 

From  the  teacher’s  notification  a transcript  is 
made  on  a form  of  the  particulars  noted,  in  the  first 
line.  The  remainder  is  filled  up  by  the  Nurse. 

On  the  morning  following  the  Nurse’s  visit  her 
various  reports  are  considered  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  who  decides  whether  or  not  any  of  the 
children  ought  to  be  excluded,  and  also  whether  any 
are  unfit  for  School.  The  great  majority  of  histories 
admit  of  little  doubt  as  to  how  the  cases  should  be 
dealt  with.  The  children  are  therefore  excluded  or 
not,  or  are  certified  as  fit  or  unfit.  In  the  cases  of 
exclusion,  notices  to  that  effect  are  sent  to  the  parents 


and  Teachers,  and  Sunday  School  Superintendents, 
and  in  every  case  full  information  is  given  to  the 
School  Attendance  Officers.  This  necessarily  entails 
a large  amount  of  clerical  work,  the  number  of 
exclusion  notices  sent  during  the  year  being,  to 
Parents  859 ; to  Teachers  509 ; to  Sunday  School 
Superintendents  441.  In  all  cases  where  a child  is 
excluded  till  further  notice  a return  certificate  is 
sent.  During  the  year  the  numbers  were,  to  Parents 
658 ; to  Teachers  372  ; to  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendents 310. 


Cases  which  appear  from  the  reports  to  be 
doubtful  are  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
himself.

The  School  Attendance  Officers  notify  every  child 
who  is  absent  from  school  on  pretext  of  illness  and  is 
not  attended  by  a doctor,  and  also  all  who  are 
believed  to  have  careless  mothers  or  guardians  who 
are  unlikely  to  carry  out  treatment  properly.  It  is 
needless  to  add  that  the.  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
School  Attendance  Officers  is  most  essential  to  the 
success  of  notification.

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  were  5099  ; of 
these  1976  were  first  visits.  These  numbers  suffici- 
ently  emphasise  the  fact  that  a history  of  illness  is 
only  a small  part  of  the  nurse’s  work,  and  that  further 
work  has  to  be  undertaken.  This  consists  not  only 
in  reporting  progress  in  writing  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  every  case  at  least  once  a week,  but  in 
seeing  that  practitioners  are  consulted  and  the 


prescribed  treatment  is  carried  out.  Sometimes  con- 
siderable pressure  has  to  be  brought  to  bear  before 
certain  families  will  consent  to  have  advice  from  a 
doctor. 


Ringworm  of  the  Scalp. 

The  arrangements  made  to  permit  the  attendance 

at  School  of  children  suffering  from  Ringworm 

of  the  Scalp  subject  to  certain  conditions,  have 

been  found  to  work  most  satisfactorily  so  far  as  the 

school  attendances  and  the  prevention  of  the  disease 

are  concerned.  The  supervision  of  these  cases  has 

occupied  a considerable  portion  of  the  Nurse’s  time, 

and  in  a few  instances  there  has  been  some  diffieultv 

« ' 

in  getting  parents  to  persevere  with  the  precautions 
required.  The  number  of  fresh  cases  which  have  been 
notified  during  the  year  is  67. 


Pedicn  losis. 

A verminous  condition  of  the  person  or  clothing 
was  discovered  in  110  school  children.  In  53  cases  the 
condition  was  so  extreme  as  to  require  exclusion  from 
school.  The  need  of  some  suitable  provision  for 
cleansing  such  cases  has  been  felt.  At  present  in 
exceptionally  bad  cases  they  are  sent  to  the 
Sanatorium  and  cleansed  there,  but  if,  as  seems  likely, 
as  the  result  of  more  careful  inspection,  the  numbers 
should  greatly  increase,  it  may  be  necessary  to  provide 
suitable  bathing  and  cleansing  appliances  at  a con- 
venient station  in  the  town. 

The  Children  Act,  1908,  gives  Education  Author- 
ities the  right  to  the  use  of  such  apparatus,  and  also 
power  to  examine  school  children  and  to  remove  and 
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cleanse  those  who  are  persistently  kept  in  a verminous 
and  filthy  condition. 

Cards  similar  to  those  in  use  in  London  and 
Brighton  are  sent  out  in  this  connection,  but  the  work 
of  persuasion  of  the  mothers  by  the  Nurse  is  the  chief 
factor  in  attainment  of  cleansing. 

Prevention  of  dust  in  Schools. 

Seventeen  of  the  Elementary  Schools  have  had 
the  floors  treated  with  “ Florigene.”  The  general 
opinion  of  the  teachers  is  strongly  in  favour  of  its  use. 

Employment  of  School  Children. 

By-laws  under  the  u Employment  of  Children  Act, 
1903  ” have  been  framed  hut  have  not  yet  been 
approved  by  the  Home  Secretary.  As  a result  of  an 
enquiry  made  during  1907  it  was  found  that  17 '5  per 
cent,  of  school  boys  were  employed  out  of  school  hours 
chiefly  as  errand  hoys. 

Nuisances. 

Nuisances  of  various  kinds,  as  indicated  in  the 
Inspectors’  Table  in  the  Appendix  to  this  report 
have  been  dealt  with. 

Methods  of  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  methods  of  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases 
are : — 

(ci)  By  notification,  followed  by  enquiry. 

(b)  Removal  of  patients  to  the  Borough 
Infections  Diseases  Hospital,  or  to  Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital  respectively. — During  the  year  24  cases  of 


Scarlet  Fever  (75  per  cent,  of  those  notified),  61 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  7 Diphtheria  “ Contacts,”  two 
cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  15  cases  of  Phthisis 
belonging  to  the  Town,  as  well  as  five  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  ten  cases  of  Diphtheria  belonging 
to  the  Chesterton  Urban  District,  eleven  cases  of 
Diphtheria  belonging  to  the  Chesterton  Rural 
District,  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  belonging  to  the 
Melbourne  Rural  District,  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever 
belonging  to  the  Caxton  Rural  District,  and  one  case 
of  Scarlet  Fever  belonging  to  the  Royston  Urban 
District,  have  been  admitted  to  the  first  mentioned 
institution,  and  one  case  of  Typhoid  Fever,  belonging 
to  the  Borough,  and  nine  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever, 
one  case  of  Puerperal  Fever,  and  one  case  of 
Erysipelas  belonging  to  different  parts  of  the  County 
have  been  treated  at  the  second  mentioned  insti- 
tution. Where  the  patients  are  not  removed  advice 
is  given  to  the  householders  as  to  how  best  to  carry 
out  isolation  of  the  cases  in  their  own  homes. 

(i c ) School  closure  or  particular  exclusion  from 
school.— It  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  to 
recommend  the  closure  of  the  following  schools : — 
East  Road  Infants’  and  St.  Philip’s  Infants’  Schools 
on  account  of  Whooping  Cough  ; Abbey  Infants’, 
Brunswick  Council  Infants’,  Eden  Street  Infants’, 
New  Street  Mixed  and  Infants’,  Occupation  Road, 
St.  Barnabas’,  St.  Giles’  Infants’,  St.  Paul’s  Infants’, 
and  Sturton  Street  Infants’  Schools  on  account  of 
Measles  ; King  Street  Infants’  and  Park  Street 
Infants’  Schools  on  account  of  Whooping  Cough 
and  Measles ; St.  Paul’s  Boys’,  Girls’  and  Infants’ 
Schools  on  account  of  Diphtheria ; and  Brunswick 


Council  Infants’  and  Sturton 
on  account  of  Chicken  Pox. 


Street  Infants’  Schools 


Forty-six  orders  for  the  exclusion  from  School,  for 
varying  periods,  of  children  from  infected  households 
have  been  sent  to  the  teachers  of  the  various 
elementary  schools. 


Circulars  have  been  sent  to  d9  parents  or  guardians 
requesting  them  to  refrain  from  sending  any  of  their 
children  to  Day  School,  Sunday  School,  Church, 
Chapel,  or  other  places  of  assemblage,  and  to  keep 
them  out  of  the  streets  as  much  as  possible  until  the 
risk  of  infection  is  passed,  also  21  notices  to  Superin- 
tendents of  Sunday  Schools  requesting  them  to 
exclude  the  children  of  infected  households  from 
school  till  the  risk  of  infection  is  passed. 

(cl)  In  cases  of  Diphtheria  swabs  are  taken  from 
other  members  of  the  family,  and  all  known  diphtheria- 
bearing  persons  are  kept  under  observation  until  quite 
free  from  infection. 

(e)  After  the  removal,  or  at  the  conclusion  of  a 
case  of  infectious  disease,  the  infected  rooms  are 
disinfected  with  Formalin  either  as  a gas  or  as  a 
spray,  and  the  bedding,  etc.,  is  disinfected  by -steam 
at  the  Pumping  Station. 

The  details  of  the  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
notified  during  the  year  are  set  out  in  Table  III.  and 
the  localities  invaded  are  indicated  on  the  accom- 
panying plan  of  the  town.  The  table  immediately

The  institution  now  consists  of  one  block  for 
Scarlet  Fever  patients,  a set  of  separate  rooms  for 
doubtful  cases,  one  block  for  Typhoid  Fever  patients, 
and  one  block  for  Diphtheria  patients,  an  adminis- 
trative block,  a block  available  for  private  patients,  a 
laundry,  a mortuary,  a discharge  room  and  bathroom. 

The  most  important  repair  carried  out  during  the 
year  was: — Plastering  and  veluring  walls  of  the  Scarlet 
Fever  pavilion. 

During  the  year  the  Isolation  Home  for 
Diphtheria  Contacts  ” was  opened  on  one  occasion 
from  April  4th  to  May  18th.  Altogether  seventeen 
patients  were  isolated  there. 

The  Hospital  is  administered  to  my  entire 
satisfaction.

NOTES  TO  TABLES  TV.  AND  V. 


(a)  All  deaths  of  “Residents”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within 

or  without  the  district  are  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the 
columns  for  the  several  age  groups  (Columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in 
columns  9-10,  included  among  the  deaths  in  their  respective  “Locali- 
ties” according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by 
the  Registrar.  Deaths  of  “ Non-residents  ” occurring  in  public  insti- 
tutions in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  excluded. 

( b ) See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  meaning  of  “Residents  ” and  “ Non-residents,” 

and  as  to  the  “ Public  Institutions  ” taken  into  account  for  the  purposes 
of  these  Tables. 

( c ) All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district 

whether  of  “Residents”  or  of  “Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to 
being  dealt  witli  as  in  note  ( a ),  entered  in  the  last  column  of  Table 

IV. 

id)  Under  the  beading  of  “Diarrhoea,”  are  included  deaths  registered  as  due 
to  Epidemic  diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis,  Infective  enteritis,  Zymotic 
enteritis,  Summer  diarrhoea,  Dysentery,  and  Dysenteric  diarrhoea, 
Choleraic  diarrhoea,  Cholera  and  Cholera  Nostras. 

In  addition,  and  as  regards  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age , 
under  the  heading  “ Diarrhoea  ” in  column  3 (Table  IV.)  are  included 
all  deaths  classified  as  “Diarrlioeal  diseases”  in  Table  V. 

Deaths  from  Diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well  defined  disease  are 
included  under  the  latter. 

Deaths  from  Enteritis,  Muco-Enteritis,  Gastritis  in  Tables  IV.  and  V.  are 
placed  immediately  below,  but  separately  from  those  enumerated, 
under  the  heading  Diarrhoea  as  defined  by  the  enumeration  above. 

(e)  Under  the  headings  of  “ Cancer”  and  “ Puerperal  fever”  are  included  all 

registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms. 
Thus:  Under  “Cancer”  are  included  deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma, 
Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma,  Villous  tumour  and 
Papilloma  of  bladder,  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “Puerperal  Fever”  are 
included  deaths  from  Pyaemia,  Septicaemia,  Sapraemia,  Pelvic  perito- 
nitis, Peri-  and  Endo-Metritis  occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

(f)  Under  “Congenital  Defects”  in  Table  V.  are  included  deaths  from 

Atelectasis,  Icterus  neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage,  Malformations 
and  Congenital  hydrocephalus. 

(g)  Under  “ Tuberculous  Meningitis  ” are  included  deaths  from  Acute 

hydrocephalus. 

(h)  Under  “ Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  ” are  included  deaths  from  Tuber- 

culosis, Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints  and  other  organs,  Lupus  and 
Scrofula. 

( i ) All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest 

cases  are  classed  as  “ Certified  ” ; all  other  deaths  are  regarded  as 
“ Uncertified.”
